Autos and Poor Scholarships. 


Purdue university, at Lafayette, es- 
tablished the ban in the fall of- 1925, 
following a statistical review, which 
showed that there was correlation be- 
tween motoring and flunking. Con- 
trary to expectation, the enrollment 
since then has increased rather than 
decreased. Insurance companies had 
long considered the student driven car 
a hazard and many had refused to ac- 
cept the liability, it is reported. 

M. L. Fisher, dean of men, grants 
special permits to students who can 
show that the use of an automobile 
will increase their efficiency. This dis- 
pensation is invoked largely by stu- 
dents who do outside work. 

De Pauw university, at Greencastle, 


| voted down automobiles more than a 


year ago. The students at first made 
strenuous objection, but now every- 
body seems satisfied. 

Rockford College the Pioneer 
Perhaps the real pioneer of?! the 
whole campaign is Rockford college for 
women. Eight years ago, when he be- 
came president, Dr. W. A. Maddox 
placed the ban on all excepting the 
students who lived at home and drove 
to school for classes. 

“This is a dormitory college,’’ Dr. 
Maddox explains, “and we simply do 
not allow cars. We couldn't keep track 
of them, nor take care of the girls in 
case of accident. 

“If a prospective dormitory student 
asks permission to keep a car it is re- 
fused, and, if she chooses, she may 
go to a school where the restrictions 
are not in force. Parents never ob- 
ject. I am sure they approve. We 
have more applications for enrollment 
than we can accommodate. I would 
not go back to the old rule for a 
minute.” 


Smith Girls Mustn’t Drive. 

At Smith college, Northampton, 
Mass., the regulation of the student 
government association reads: 

“No student may have or drive a 
motor in Northampton or neighboring 
towns.

Use of two-thirds of North Michigan | 
avenue from Oak street to the bridge 
for loop bound traffic during the morn- 
ing rush hours and for home bound 
vehicles in the evening is the plan for 
relief of congestion proposed yester- 


day by President David H. Jackson of i 


the Lincoln park board. 

Acceleration of automobile . move- 
ment, Mr. Jackson believes, would re- 
sult from application of the scheme to 
give over two traffic lanes of thirty 
feet each instead of only half the road- 
way to cars headed south in the morn-. 
ing and north at night. 

. May Try It as Test. 

Mr. Jackson announced that the ex- 
periment might be tried on this stretch 
of boulevard in order to test the pro- 
posals pf B. F. Affleek and other traffic 
experts to increase the capacity of 
boulevards by elimination of unused 
surface during rush hours. 

The proposed experiment would con- 
sist of marking the ninety foot boule- 
vard into three lanes with an addi- 
marker bisceting the road. 
During the morning hours when the 
Michigan avenue bridge is closed the 
west and middle lanes would be mon- 
opolized by south bound cars. During 
the day the central marker would 
separate the lanes of traffic, but in the 
evening the east and middle lanes 
would serve north bound traffic only. 

Cites Bottle Neck Difficulty. 

The principal difficulty, Mr. Jackson 
points out, is the fact that the rush 
hour division of traffic would converge 
into two lanes at the bridge, apparent- 
ly creating a bottle neck. 

Possibility of attempting a method 
of relief. similar. to the two-thirds 
scheme on the outer drive from North 
to Belmont avenues will also be ex- 
amined, Mr. Jackson said. The outer 
drive is now limited'to north bound 
cars from 4 until 7 p. m., but the two- 
thirds division might prove more de- 
sirable, he said.

So far as the tank 
and the armored car are concerned, im- 
provement hes chiefly been. gained in 
reliability, speed and range of n, 
i. e@., the distance that can be cov- 
ered without refuelling. For example, 
the tank of the end of the war, which 
weighed 20 tons. and had a road speed 
of 8 miles per hour and a range of 70 
miles, is now replaced bya similar 
machine weighing 12 tons, credited of- 
ficially with a road speed of 16 miles 
(25 has been claimed unofficially) and 
Aa range of 150 miles. Great advances 
have also been made in the design of 
armored cars for use on roads; and 
machines provided with both wheels 
and tracks, which can at will be used 
on roads or across country, are now 
under trial, 

One Man Tank. 

Perhaps the most significant sign of 
the times is the appearance of the 
little one man (or two men) tank, 
which has been evolved to meet the 
need for an inexpensive, fast, light, 


‘fool proof machine which can go any- 


where that a horse can go and can be 


produced in sufficient numbers to re 
place infantry and cavalry on a large 


purpose the heavier machines are too 
latge and too costly. 

This type, in its present experimental 
form, can travel 20 miles per hour 
along a road and 10 miles per hour 
across country, and has a range of 
100 miles. It has bullet proof protec- 
tion and carries a light machine gun. 

Figures on Cost. 

Calculations are of necessity at pres- 
ent speculative, and possibly prema- 
ture: but it has been estimated that 
one man in one such tank can be kept 
up for the same cost as two infantry 
soldiers, and two men in one tank can 
be kept up for the same money as three 
infantry men. For the cost of a bat- 
talion of infantry a force in small 
tanks could be maintained, which 
would be ablexto attack on twice as 
wide a front as the infantry, with in- 
finitely less loss and much greater 


chance of success. Similarly a larger | 


formation, such as a division, could be 
reduced to one-half its numerical 
strength, and its power and efficiency 
greatly increased, if it were completely 
mechanized, its infantry and cavalry 
being replaced ‘by small tanks. | 

Its superiority would mainly lie in 
its immunity from the bugbear—the 
machine guns'‘and wire; its mobility— 
in being able to cover 100 miles in 24 
hours; and its indepedence—in being 
capable of supporting itself for a 
period of four days. The relation of 
the small tanks to the bigger machines 
would be somewhat like that of scouts 
and destroyers to battleships. 


Motor in Artillery. 

In regard to the artillery, the en- 
deavor is to keep pace with the tank 
development and to endow guns with 
similar power of movement and en- 
durance, which cannot be obtained 
from horse traction. This is sought 


track machines, either to 
guns, which would come 
into action on the ground when re 
quired, or to carry guns which would 
be fired {rom the machines themselves, 
as from automobile mountings, 

The latter type confers on artillery 
a speed of 15 miles per hour along 
the road, the power of crossing coun- 
try almost as great as that of the 
tank, and a range of 80 miles. Ex- 
cept for its present lack of protec- 
tion, it approximates, indeed, to a 
“male” tank, a tank armed with 
a gun, and foreshadows the main reply 
to the tank. For the sake of economy 
different types of track are being 
tested, such as “ half tracks” of metal, 
or of rubber of the pattern which was 
used by the French Haardt expedition 


when crossing Africa. 
For Other Units. 


For conveying machine gunners and 
for general transport, six-wheeled ve- 
hicles are being used in addition to 
those equipped with tracks. Similar 
experiments are being made for antti- 
aircraft artillery, bridging equipment, 
etc. 

Mechanization, however perfected, 
obviously has its limitations, and there 
are vast tracts where mechanized 
forces could not function at all. But 
in physically suitable theaters the ef- 
fect of their action against the slow 
moving, vulnerable organizations of 
which existing armies are composed 
needs no elaboration if the significarce 
of fire power, mobility, endurance, and

(Chicage Tribune Frees Service.) 
Washington, D. C., Feb. 26.—[Spe- 
cial.}—A provisional program for the 
$10,000,000 fight to control the corn 
borer was outlined today at a confer- 


ence of representatives of five state 
departments of agriculture, extension 
divisions of the state agricultural col- 
leges and the United States depart- 


|ment of agriculture. 


The congresaional act authorizing 
the campaign’ provides for control 
work in New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
Michigan and Indiana. It is esti- 
mated that a corn acreage of 2,50v,000 
acres on between 300,000 and 400,000 
farms in these states will be included 
in the cleanup. - | 

The appropriation will become avail- 
able as soon as necessary legisiation, 
now pending in the legislatures of the 
five states affected, gives the state 
departments of agriculture the neces- 


sary powers of quarantine for the com- '!f

ABE RUTH asks in excess of $52,- 
000 for his expert ices with 
the Yankees for the season of 
1927. That is a large sum of 

money. It is more than Babe could 
earn in any other occupation, unless, 
possibly, the movies, and to be an 
attraction for the screen Babe needs 
the ‘publicity of his home run clouting. 

The Bambino, if not the greatest 
player in baseball, at least is the 
greatest turnstile attraction of today. 
Therefore we may compare his earn- 
ings with those of actors, movie stars 
and pugilists, all catering to entertain- 
ment of the public. Any leader in those 
classifications will receive more than 
Time./ Ruth in a season.

cial.J—Automobile manufactur- 
ers generally as well as the buy- 
ing public, were taken by sur- 
prise a few days ago, when one of the 
big manufacturers announced substan- 
tial price cuts on seven of its cars, the 
reductions ranging from $10 to $200. 
This reduction, according to the be- 
lief of well informed leaders in the au- 
tomobile industry, is the beginning of 
a downward trend in prices, and the 
statement that no less than four other 
companies are preparing schedules of 


lower prices to become effective before. 


March is far advanced, is gaining wide 
circulation in automobile circles.

‘with the recent announcement by Nor 
yal A. Hawkins, an authority of re

With in 
dependent concerns pooling their in- 
terests they would have a fair chance 
of successfully competing by price re 
ducing, but not if the battle should re- 
solve itself into a cut throat warfare. 
Hawkins is authority for the an- 
nouncement that mergers are now ac- 
tually being arranged by bankers and 
manufacturers, but he would not pre 
‘dict the date of any of the anticipated 
consolidations. The few manufactur- 
ers who would volunteer a statement 
on the subject expressed the belief 
that mergers were being considered 
by some of the independent concerns, ' 
but made it as plain as. possible that 
the companies they themselves repre- 
sented were “not in any contemplated 
merger.”

With the object of improving the 
living’ conditions of the numerous 
groups of people occupying small 
homes on lots of restricted area, Tue 
CHIcaco TRIBUNE announced an archi- 
tect’s competition for designs for five 
and six room houses. | 

The response was the submission of 
848 designs of a high general average 
of merit. 

The five room class called for a 
design of a house containing a living 
room, dining room, kitchen, two bed- 
rooms and bath. There was also to 
be a basement, covered porch, necessary 
closets, etc., and a one car garage.

The exterior walls are of reddish 
brick, the gently sloping roof of soitty 
blended gray green slate, and the in- 
terior in finish and feature carries out 
the old Colonial tradition. 

If the exterior materials and intericr 
finish of the architect are adhered to, 
that is if a brick house with slate roct, 
Colonial stairway, fireplace, tiled bath,

Brick Walk and Steps. 


The walk and steps are of brick, 
and on entering one comes into « 
hallway, which gets its light from the 
living room at the right and a win- 
dow at the left.

While 
a twentieth century compact dwelling 
does not boast the long hallways and 
flights of stairs that the revolutionary 
home did, a modern adaptation such as 
this reproduces the beauty and spirit 
of old times.

Tuberculosis 


Among Chickens 


Edacational Campaign to 


Tell Farmers How 
to Do It. 


BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 


NATIONWIDE pian was recent- 

ly adopted for the control and 

eradication of tuberculosis 

among chickens. It was the re- 
sult of a general meeting in Chicago 
attended by officials of the federal and 
state governments, state live stock 
sanitary representatives, packers, vet- 
erinarians, county agents, and others 
interested in the clean-up work. The 
plan is to be operated in connection 
with the codperative state and federa] 
‘campaign against the disease in cattle. 
It will be backed up by educational 
campaigns with the understanding 
that “when the poultry producers 
have been properly informed as to 
just what avian tuberculosis is, how 
it can be recognized, and how it can 
be controlled, the institution of the 


control and eradication plan will not | 


be difficult.” 

The national plan will be carried on 
under regulations, and through organ- 
izations put to work by the state de- 
partments of agriculture, sanitary 
boards and like departments, using the 
county as a unit. 

Repeated inspections of poultry 
‘flocks will be made. Birds will be ex- 
amined, tested, and the diseased fowls 
will be killed. Surveys will be made 
by inspectors and infected flocks also 
will be located by tracing hog ship-. 
ments back to their origin. ape tu- 
berculin test will be applied on - 
ble flocks. 

The Tuberculin Test. 

The tuberculin test is used generally 
on cattle to detect the infected ani- 
mails, but Dr. J. J. Ldntner, federal 
veterinarian in Illinois, says “‘the tu- 
berculin testing of all flocks of chick- 
éns is an impraétical, expensive method 
and should be resorted to only where 
the flocks represent birds of special 
breeding, where it is desirous of main- 
taining the blood lines of such birds. 


mitted to inspection, and if the tuberc- 
ulin test is applied, the owner should 
agree to market all the apparently 
healthy birds, and destroy by burning 
those showing physical symptoms of 
the disease, as well as the reactors, 
which are known to be infected. It 
costs, roughly, abotit $10 to test a 
fiock of 100 pure bred chickens, or 
about 10 cents a bird.” 

Dr. adds that the success 
of cleaning up fowl tuberculosis in this 
country depends largely upon sanita- 
tion, and that farmers should be 
thoroughly familiar with methods of 
cleaning and disinfecting their chicken 
house coops and the rung, and with the 
necessity of changing chicken yards. 

Provision of the Plan. 


In handling the average farm flock 
national plan calis for the killing 
and burning of all thin, emaciated 
birds unfit for food. The remainder 
of the hens may be kept for egg pro- 
duction until July 1, but should be 
kept away from all the farm animals 
until marked for slaughter, according 
to the new plan. 

The plan further provides that in 
getting young stock, chickens may be 
hatched from eggs produced by the 
flock if the eggs are hatched in incu- 
bators and the chicks reared in mova- 
ble colony houses under artificial hov- 
ers. The houses and chickens must 
be placed on fresh ground entirely 
separate from all old birds. MHatch- 
ing in incubators avoids the danger 
of infection from diseased brooding 
hens. 

When valuable flocks are found in- 
fected they are to be isolated and han- 
died as breeders under permission 
from state officials. The tuberculin 
test is to be applied and all the ‘dis- 
eased or suspicious’ hens destroyed. 


the test every sixty days, following 
each test, with a thorough cleaning 
and disinfecting of the houses and 
runs. 

All fowls and chickens that die from 
any cause must be cremated, accord- 
ing to the adopted plan. At prefSent 
many flocks become infected because 
dead hens are thrown on the manure 
spreader and carried out into the fields. 
Dogs carry dead fowls, sometimes, for 
miles.

Stopping the disease at its source is 
the way authorities believe the pest 
must be dealt with. Keeping the dif- 
ferent kinds of live stock and poultry 
in separate inclosures on the farm is 
one of the main secrets in controlling | 9 
the disease, George Schifferer, a dairy 
farmer near Elgin, Ill., finds that this 
practice pays, not only in keeping his 
flock and herd clean but also in the 
actual returns on eggs and milk. He 
keeps his flock of more than 300 chick- 
ens.in houses and runs, away from the 
live stock, and does not allow the 
chickehs to range over the farm, where 
they would come in contact with his 
37 dairy cows that have recently been 
found free from tuberculosis. He says 
that from his healthy flock he gets ap- 
proximately $200 each month for eggs. 

In Michigan farmers are working 
under a plan designed to establish 
tuberculosis free farms. They are get- 
ting rid of tuberculosis in every species 
of live stock’ and fowls on their farms, 
and are carrying their campaign to the 
point'of examining all members of the 
farmer’s family. Michigan farmers 
have been using this method for a 
year and it is attracting wide interest 
in other states.

AN. FRANCISCO, Cal.—[Special.] 
—J. Ogden Armour of Chicago is 
devoting his time here to the de 
velopment of the Sutter basin 

project, in which he has. tavesieg 
$10,000,000. 

“There is 60,000 acres in the tract, 
which is only three hours’ ride from 
San Francisco, and is one of the most 
fertile valleys in the country,” said 
Mr. Armour. “It's really a miracle 
agricultural section. Wonderful crops 
are grown. The tract is 20 miles long 
and seven miles wide.. The Sotithern 
Pacific has run a track through the 
center of the tract. The Sacramento 
road runs on one side and the Feather 
river'on the other. We have rail and 
water transportation. We have also 
built dikes to protect the land from 
overflows’ and docks for loading grain 
and fruits for shipment to the Pacific 
coast. Hard roads rave been con- 
structed and also attractive bunga- 
lows, as well as warehouses for stor- 
ing products, an office building. and a 
school house. 


Ne Scarcity of Water.” 


“There will be no scarcity of water 
for irrigating the land, and ditches 
shave been arranged so that the land is 
thoroughly drained. One of the larg- 
est pumping and storage plants for 
water has n installed. All one has 
to do is to phone for water and it will 
be turned on at once. , 

‘“We are making it a model entt- 
cultural section. The productivity is 
amazing. All kinds of fruits, vege- 
tables, and grains are raised, .with 
large vielda per acre. We have raised 
50 to 70 bushels of wheat per acre and 
10 tons of alfalfa. Rice growing and 
dairying is also a big success.

“Fruits certainly do well,” said Mr. 
Armour. “ There is so much moisture 
that trees grow faster and bear more 
than in other parts of California. One 
farmer made $12,000 from 40 acres of 
grapes last year.” 

Discussing the difference between 
the climate in California and that of 
the middle west, Mr. Armour said: 
“A person can live cheaper and get 
more out of life in California, than in 
any other_part of the country. It is 
a fine place for middle aged men 
who want to get away from the cold 
winters of the central west, as one 
can work outdoors more days per 
year and there is longer growing 
weather.” 


Cost Is Reasonable.

Our laffd is on #he market at $300 to 
$350 per acre with water rights and 
an assessment of $200 to be paid in 
20 years. I believe that land here at

of paraphenylendiamin poisoning, the 
whole face suddenly becomes burning 
red and the eyelids swell, sometimes 
to such proportions as to close the 
eyes. In France, Germany and Austria 
the sale of this dye is forbidden by 
law. . A practice even mere dangerous, 
in medical opinion, is to apply along 
with paraphenylendiamin peroxide of 
hydrogen, which addition to the hair 
dyeing operation is supposed to give a 
finer and more lasting color. The risk 
and toxic damage is said also to be 
greatly increased. 


Drs. Hiram E. Miller and Laurence 
R. Tausig of San Francisco, report on 
this hair dyeing ingredient: ‘“‘ We re- 
cently saw a patient with a severe 
weeping dermatitis over the scalp, 
ears, face and neck that began on the 
evening after an aniline dye was ap- 
plied to the hair. In the next few days 
it exténded all over the body. For sev- 
eral days the eyelids were so swollen 


the patient was unable to see. It was 
six months before the dermatitis had 
entirely disappeared and in the mean- 
time, most of the hair had fallen out.”” 

There are hair dyes, those contain- 
ing vegetable pigments, that are not 
harmful. They do not give the darker 
colors or as permanent a color as the 
more dangerous mineral or aniline 
dyes, 3 

Dr. Morris Fishbein, editor of the 
Journal of the American Medical as- 
sociation, admits the safety of the 
vegetable coloring matter henna, 
which he points out was used safely 
by the Egyptians, the Greeks and the 
Romans. 

“They are still used,”’ he says, “ but 
the modern woman also buys dyes con- 
taining lead mixtures and the aniline 
derivates with the terrible name of 
paraphenylendiamin.”’

The San - 
cisco aoctors who made an investiga- 
tion of cosmetics report that lead car- 
bonate was formerly used largely but 
is ‘now employed in only two or three 
cheap powders that are seldom sold 
in the United States. A powder of 
rice starch alone is generally so light 
that few women will use it. Zinc oxide 
is often added and it is not consid 
a dangerous ingredient. . 

The bizarre shades of powder em- 
ploy a more dangerous coloring ingre- 
dient than the usual shades. Powders 
are usually colored with carmine for 
the flesh tints and yellow ochre or 
umber for the brunette. shades. The 
bizarre shades are obtained by the ad- 
dition of minute quagtities of the ani- 
line dyes. So that the use of face 
powder, bought from reliable manu- 
facturers, has not enough danger to 
frighten women into discontinuing it. 

Rouges colored with an aniline dye 
may cause dermatitis. But rouges, 
generally speaking, are composed of 
zinc oxide to which chalk and some 
times starch is added. : 


What Lipsticks Are Made Of. 


Lipsticks are composed of wax, 
pomade, and cocoa butter in varying 
propoftions. The coloring matter is 
carmine or an aniline dye, the latter 
to be avoided. 

Certain freckle remedies contain 
mercury and bismuth salts, which, on 
some skins, will produce a deep stain- 
ing more objectionable than the 
freckles. 

Hair tonics containing ammoniated 
silver nitrate or arsenic may cause 
serious inflammation of the scalp. 

The application of phenol to large 
areas of the skin surface in the at- 
tempt to remove wrinkles is also dan- 
gerous, 

Persunal!y, I cannot be much exer- 
cised over Charges against cold creams. 
They are used so commonly and by so 
many persons over a period of years 
without harmful effects, and are made 
mostly from wax, mineral oil, and 
whale sperm, against which ingre- 
dients no damaging charges may be 
laid. 

In case of doubt one has to rely 
upon the reputation and reliability of 
manufacturers of cosmetics. And it 
does seem improbable that céncerns 
would. put vast sums of money into 
enterprises that would meet imme- 
diate defeat were but a few cases of 
poisoning against them recorded. It 
is an estimable work the medical as- 
sociation is doing to: warn against the 
perils of poisonous ingredients, but it 
need not be interpreted as a wholesale 
damning of every cosmetic output. —

St. Joseph’s Fritters. 


St. Joseph’s day is March 19, a 
feast day celebrated in Italy, espe- 
cally in Tuscany, where half the boys, 
more or less, are named after this 
saint or are Giuseppes (Joo-sep-pa). 
Here is a recipe of Italian origin— 
yes, of Tuscan origin—for this day: 


Three-fourths cup of pastry flour, one. 


tablespoon olive oil, one egg, 


six. 
tablespoons of.water, one-fourth tea- 


spoon of salt. 


Beat the oil into the egg yolk as in 
making mayonnaise. Alternately, 
then, work in the water and dry in- 
gredients till you have a perfectly 
smooth paste. Let this rest three 
hours, then fold in the stiffly beaten 
egg white (two might be used to ad- 
vantage). 


Fruit is added to this batterlike 
dough before it is fried. If apples are 
used, pare them and cut out the core 
carefully, so as to be able to get nice 
rings. Slice evenly and dip in the 
prepared batter, and cook for ten min- 
utes in a fat at 360 degrees,\ because 
the apple must be cooked and the frit- 
ter should be a light brown and not 
when done. 


Hominy Balls. 


Crusty hominy in some form is now 
generally served with ducks and duck- 
lings, and is good with a vegetable 


imitation of these. Make as follows: 


One-half cup of hominy grits, two 
cups of milk, one-half teaspoon salt, 
four or five drops of onion juice (this 
influences the flavor acceptably, but 
does not taste as onion), and one egg

~ Special Cases. 

A young man having been invited 
to dinner simply to be partner to some 
girl may call om his hostess and that 
is sufficient. If he is asked several 
times he should send flowers. 

A woman invited to an afternoon 
function by a woman may return in 
kind, or she may take her hostess to 
aconcert, to luncheon, to a matinée, or 
she may invite the woman and her 
husband to dinner, as she wishes. 

No invitation should ever be ex- 
tended to a house guest that does not 
include her hostesa. Many people dis- 
charge their social obligations every 
year by giving a universal tea. This 
does very well, in general, but there 
are certain entertainments and certain 
social debts that cannot be taken care 
of in this manner and those who have 
tendered such invitations should be en- 
tertained separately on a less cold 
blooded scale. 

It used to be considered a definite 
and distinct snub if an invitation of 
any hostess was refused by the same 
person three times. It was, in fact, a 
way of severing social relations en- 
tirely, but in these busy days your 
best and dearest friends are apt not 
to be able to make their plans accord 
with yours, especially if you entertain 
frequently and they are popular.

SN"T it odd that the elder duck, up 
on the shores of Iceland, will iIn- 
sist on laying eleven eggs before 
it goes to setting and if the eggs 
are taken out of the nest it will go on 
until it has laid 60 or 70 eggs before 


it stops! 


The eider duck, though it is not 
tame, is not afraid of man. It likes 
to build its nest on the roof of man’s 
house. The people of the north en- 
courage it because of these eggs, 
among other things. 

Along about the first of May the 
eggs begin to come. The Icelander 
never allows the number in a nest to 
reach eleven. He keeps taking eggs 
out. The duck sticks to its idea of 
having eleven eggs. It goes on and 
on. It lays an egg every day during 
May and June. The Icelander by this 
time considers that the bird has done 
its full duty or, maybe, he has got tired 
of eating eggs. So.he stops taking 
them out. The number comes to eleven 
The duck sits on her nest and raises 
a brood of young ones. 

Yet this is not all that this remark- 
able bird does for the Icelander. It 
furnishes down from which eiderdown 
quilts and pillows are made. This 
down, also, is procured in a peculiar 
way. 

The duck lines its nest with down. 
This down it plucks from its own 
breast. It is the choicest down it has. 
Having plucked the down, the bird, pro- 
ceeds to make a blanket of it. It mats 
it together, sometimes with the addi- 
tion of some straw, until it spreads 
over the bottom of the nest. The blan- 
ket is extended until it comes far up 
at the sides. The duck has a great’ 


ket, It can sit on the nest quite comm 
stantly for the three weeks needed to 
hatch the esses, but it must get of | | 
once in a while to get food and drink. | | 
When it does this it pulls the sides 
of its blanket down over the eggs. | 
This keeps them warm, and also serves 
to hide them from the gulls, which 
are fond of duck eggs.

Wowserism

|WICE of late wowserian statutes have been 

in the republic, and both times in states. celebrated for 
‘their Christian rectitude and ferocity. First the legis- 
‘ature of Tennessee, the same that amazed and amused 
Christendom with the anti-evolution law, repealed the act 
prohibiting the sale of gasoline 6n Sunday. Alnd then the 
legislature of Kansas repealed the state anti- cigaret law. 


Both events brought’ forth deluges of heavy moralizing by_ 


the gifted editorial writers of the nation. The drift of that 
moralizing was that the wave of evangelical legislation hug 
reached its crest and that saner days are ahead. 

I can only say that I find myself unable to assent to this 
conclusion. There was, in fact, nothing in either repealer 
to indicate that the yokels of the land have lost or are losing 


their congenital frenzy to flay and harass the rest\ of us, 


There was only proof of an old and familiar fact: That their 
lust for righteousness always abates when their own ox !s 
gored. If automobiles were owned only by city men then 
the hinds of Tennessee would never have repealed the law 
closing filling stations on Sunday. And if the late crusade 
for democracy had not taught the young peasants of Kansas 
to smoke cigarets then there would have been no repeal of 
the state’s anti-cizgaret act. 


The morai muzhik never advocates laws to put down his 
own vices. Even the Volstead act, as every one knows, still 
permits him to make hard cider, and even wine. And his 
rage against the cigaret began as a rage, not against tobacco 
in general, but simply against city men, for they in those 
days were the only persons known to him who used the 
coffin nails. Has any one ever heard of country pastors ad- 
vocating a law against corn cob pipes or against chewing 
tobaccu? Certeinly not. The yokel smokes a pipe and go he 
iS not against it. He chews tobacco and so he is not against 
it. Now, it appears, he has begun to smoke cigarets, an 
so the cigaret, too, becomes moral and Christian. 

* 


The history of the Kansas anti-cigaret act deserves to 
be recorded at length, for it throws an illuminating light 
upon the processes of the evangelical mind. The campaign 
for the statute was launched in the days of those immortal 
prairie statesmen, Whiskers Pfeffer and Sockless Jerry Simp- 
son, when the state was suffering from a profound agricul- 
tural epression and half of its people were on the verge of 
starvation. The chief stock in trade of every Kansas dema- 
gogue in that era was the wickedness of the cities. The pluto- 
crats of Wall and State streets, it appeared, were sucking 
the very lifebloou of the farmers., The latter worked fro 
dawn to dark, gouging the reluctant soil, feeding the vora- 
cious hog, following the labcrious plow horse. The former, 
seizing all the profit, lavished it upon wine, women, and song. 

To this tric the cigaret had been recently added. It was 
then relatively new in America and only thet .opulent and sin- 
ful employed it in their debaucheries. The spectacle of a 
woman smoking in that fevered age had the same effect upon 
the average country pastor as the spectacle of a woman 
naked from ankles to knees. It sent him leaping to his 
Bible as if the devil were after him. As for men smokers, 


he had their rumber too. They were semi-effeminate scoun- | 


drels and voluptuaries, dissipating the just usufructs of hcn- 
est farmers in the arms of harlots, bartenders, musicians, 
dancers, and other such emissaries of hell. In brief, the 
cigaret was the sign and symbol of urban licentiousness. 


It was thus quite easy for the hedge preachers to arouse , 


the yoxels against it, and once the yokels had begun to sweat 
the job seekers who sought to prey upon them naturally got 
converted. There followed the Kansas anti-cigaret act. The 
theory under it Was that the cigaret was full of opium, and 
that ifits use were not checked by-mo legislation it would 
presently debauch the youth of the whéle state and*éonvert 
every sun boiled young plow hand into a second Helidgabalus, 
with gangs of dancing girls hidden in the barn and atheism 
in his heart. The fact was that the cigaret symbolized the 
superior prosperity and happiness of the city man and was 
thus revolting to Christian peasants, along with the cocktail, 


‘the leg show, andthe week-end trip to Atlantic City. 


After awhile the return. of prosperity to the steppes be- 
gan to dissipate this primal rage. The bolder students in the 
evangelical “ colleges”’ that dot the Kansas prairies bought 
chgareis from bootleggers, found them tasty, and so became 
devotees. But the statute remained on the books, as travel- 
ers found to their astonishment when they crossed the Kan- 
sas line. The Pullman porter, while the train rushed through 
that depressing vacuum, was forbidden to supply cigarets 
official'y; he had to bootleg them. 

Then came the war to liberate the Croats, Letts, Serbs, 


| Czechs, and Montenegrins, and thousands of young Kansas 


yokels were yanked from the plow and manure fork and 
put into uniforms. Once herded into camps, they found to 
their amazement that cigaret smoking was almost universal 
therein. Not only did the commanding general smoke them; 
even the female nurses, including many of mature age, 
smoked them. Yet worse, they were vended openly by the 
Y. M. C. A., and at good round prices. The camp movies 
showed Gen. Pershing smoking one. Later on, in France, 
it appeared that Marshal Foch carried a package in his sad- 
dlebag,. along with his Bible. | 

These Kansas heroes learned certain other 
France, and when the war was gloriously ovet brought them 
home. There was, for example, the science.of necking—but 
that is another story. Today I discuss only cigaret smoking. 
They left the banks of the Kaw as, at worst, timid experi- 
menters behind the barn or chapel; they came back incurable 
addicts. The opium, manganese, formaldehyde, Glauber’s 
salts, and other hellish drugs in the coffin nails had done 
their deadly work—and at. bootleg prices even the cheapest 
cigarets were expensive. So the heroes began agitating for 
the repeal of the law, morals or no morals, Bible or no Bible. 
In this crusade the American Legion took the lead. After a 
long struggle the law was duly repealed. Once more a change 
in mores had undone the consecrated work of moralists, | 


| The whole episode is immensely amusing and profoundly 
instructive. It suggests the possibility that the Volstead act 
in years to come may go the same way and by much the 
same process. If ever the science of moonshining and the 


‘art of bootlegging come to such a development that decent 


drinks are obtainable in .the villages of the cow states, then 
the yckels will lose their bilious envy of the city man and 
turn against prohibition. They were for it in the first place 
because the old system gave the city man an advantage over 
them. He had cocktails and champagne to drink and they 
had only hard cider and rotgut. So they rose against him— 
at the same time reserving the cider for themselves and 
keeping a prudent hold on the rotgut. Good whisky would 
convert them, as the cigarets of the Y. M. C. A. converted 
the embattled peasant lads of Kansas. . 

Such is the typical history of moral endeavor, at all times 
and everywhere. What lies under it nine times out of ten 
is simply envy of some one who is having what seems to be 
a better time. Homely women and farmers are the immemo- 


rial proponents of moral legislation, for every homely woman | 


wishes in her heart that she were a man and every farmer 
wishes that he lived in one of the great Sodoms and Babylons 
and shared in its deviltries. When the agitation against the 
sale of gasoline on Sunday started in Tennéssee automobiles 
were few and practically all of them were owned by city 
men. The complaisant judiciary of the state quickly found a 
way to apply the ancient blue laws to the relief of the yokels’ 
epvy. But when autos began to multiply in the swamps and 
mountains and every farmer began to drive one the old heat 
of moral passion died ‘out. Presently the rustics were mur- 
muring. In the end they dragooned the legislature into

This Thing and 
Thing of the Theater 


By Frederick 


IDNEY. HOWARD'S gooe pay named “ Ned McCobb’s 
Daughter’ isn’t doing so well in Chicago: that is, it 
hadn't been down té Friday midnight. The gentlemen 
who write plays, with those who put on or invest in or 

seek publicity for plays, think that a-writer who causes to be 
printed whut is contained in the prone | sentence is repre 
hensible, inimical, a knocker, and 
an ornery cuss. Their idea of a 
commentator on drama who could 
cEnceivably be regarded as a good- 
fellow is one who helps them to 
put through their childish, fan- 
tastic, futile lies about the sums 
taken in at the gate of the play- 
house. . . . I mention the low 
receipts of last week in the Prin- 
cess incidentally in an effort again 
to tell readers of THe TRIBUNE 
that this is among the plays of 
the season worth seeing. It is, I 
am credibly told, a-popular suc- 
cess in New-York, where it is a 
venture by the Theater Guild. It 
is a good play, in the sense that 
it is a good stage-piece, written to 
be acted as entertainment. The 
theme is right off the first page of 
any day’s newspaper anywhere in 
this United States. Mr. Howard 
tells a believable tale about an en- 
terprising bootlegger and a New- 
England woman in hard-luck; and the duel hebdenens his alert 
grasp of opportunity and her inherited sense of what is right 
(ad distinct from what® is legal) makes as stirring and as 
human a theatrical conflict ag you reasonably could ask for. 
The by-products and the consequences of the Eighteenth 
Amendment are put to canny stage-use by Mr. Howard, who, 
while seemingly bent on footlighting them merely for their

contain as much of remantic excitement skillfully made con-

If asked for reasons why the aforesaid good play 
hag not between Sundgy and Friday enkindled the ticket- 
buyers of the community, I should say (a) that the title is 
not an easy seller; (b) that neither Mr. Cromwell's name 
nor Miss Florence Johns’ signifies much, if anything, to the 
average playgoer; (c) that the same a. p. is explicably shy 
of something bearing the label of the Theater Guild of 
New-York, inasmuch as the nime of that canny and com- 
mercial concern has been wind-jammed to connote the rare- 
fied and the utterly-utter in plays, and has been copied by 
little-theater and let’s-act-something “groups” in about all 
the cities, towns, villages, hamlets, and junctions in this 
United States; and (dj) that the first payment is due on 


income-tax.

Titles at the Box-Office. 


Titles, as I may have said ere this, are of immense mer- 
cantile importance. That of Mr. Howard's play doesn’t 
catch the fancy nor stick in the memory: so, it doesn’t seem 
to mean anything to the person who hasn't seen the play. 
Ned McCobb’s daughter might be Mrs. Craig, or Mrs. Chey- 
hey, or Yvette, or Nanette; or Penelopepor the Comédienne, 
so far as the title explains itself or gives out\an idea as to 
the theme or character of the play. Of course, if a play 
prove to be what is wanted, the handicap of a bad or an 
unappealing title is overcome: the difficulty lies in getting 
enough paying patrons into the theater to see the play, that 
they may go forth and explain to others how good it i# 
“ Ned McCobb's Daughter” in New-York had the benefit of 
the Theater. Guild’s “organized audience its list of paid 
subscribers who take care of six weeks of performances—to 
spread the news that it was a good play. 

* 

Twice in a season, in my days of management, I faced 
the handicap of a bad title for respective plays that were 
eventUally classified as popular successes. One was “ The 
Deep Purple,” the title of which was so inept that it meant 
nothing even after the play had been geen; but nobady 
really cared what the piece was named after it had been 
accepted for what it was in its run in the Princess—a™ good 
show. The other play was “ Disraeli.” An hour devoted to 
listening in on the questions asked at the box-office of the 
old Grand Opera-House made clear to me that the name of 
the great British statesman was of no meaning whatever to 
nine in every ten persons ready and reasonably eager to 
pay two dollars: apiece to see Mr. Arliss in something new. 
I had in that venture what is nowadays called a “ break”: 
the first volumes of Moneypenny’'s biography of Disraeli were 
issued for review to the newspapers, which used headlines 
to tell about what the books contained; and those headlines 
and the context proved to be a wealth of free and direct ad- 


vertising for the play. 
* 


Meet the Black-Type Players. 

So much fora .. As to b, I have been asked not 
fewer than one hundred times in the last two weeks ag to 
the identity of Mr. Cromwell and that of Miss Johns. The 
former, who has been active in the theater through at least 
the last fifteen years, happens to lack identity as an actor 
in Chicago; and here he is, in one of the season's best plays, 
acting with something like perfection a part which any star 
would be glad to have,—and which could be played by few 
stars as well as he plays it. DLaymen who have seen “ Ned 
McCobb’s Daughter” in New-York and here say that he is 
far, far better as Babe Callahan than is Alfred Lunt, who 
has the role if the Guild's performances; and I, who find 
myself unable to share New-York’s adulation of Mr. Lunt, 
undergo no struggle in believing ®hat they say. Mr. Cromwp- 
well, you see, has not been giving much time in recent years 
to acting: directing has been his main occupation. I think 
I’ve explained that he staged Mr. Howard's other play of the 
season, “ The Silver Cord,” for the Guild. | 
Miss Johns has recently given to Chicago better reason 
to be remembered than has Mr. Cromwell: she was in the 
run of “The Best People,” three years dgo, and was thé 
player most talked about by the many who cared for that 
piece; and she had the principal part not long since in “ Love 
‘Em!" However, neither of those employ- 
ments was of a kind to give durable identity to an actor: 


the latter piece was a failure here, as in New-York; and what | 


was really remembered from “The Best People” was tot 
the actress, but, rather, the raffish gag-lines with which her 
role, that of a comic-strip chorus-girl, had been loaded by 
Avery Hopwood in his hoakuming of the original manuscript, 
And Miss Johns is worth your while as she goes her way 
through the scenes that fall to Carrie Callahan—a réle 
designed for and fitted to the especial personality of Miss 
Clare Eames by an eager and an admiring husband, he being 
the same Mr. Howard who wrote the good play.

And So Forth. 


As to c and d, they appeal to me as sufficient without ex- 
position. The lush propaganda uttered by the Chicago Play- 
Production Company sought by implication to create the no- 
tien that the aim was really to give to Chicago a “ movement ° 
«sthetically if not commercially allied with the Guild; and the 
toisdemeanor named “ The Ragged Edge added a lot of value 
to the Theater Guild in this neighborhood: yes? . .. The 
records of the Chicago theaters for years back show a yo as 
im general attendance in the period from February 15 to 
March 15; and that’s income tax... 

All of which seems too much, perhaps, to put forensically 
in behalf of any one play; but I'm striving to favor theater. 
soers by importuning them to see something good that has 
been explicably neglected im its week.

A Valuable Institution. 

One of the interesting and valuable 
institutions of this town, an enterprise 
which has been largely instrumental 
in giving the reborn and rebuilt santa 
Barbara its really beautiful new garb, 
is a society called the Community 
Arts association. It was founded in 


1920, largely through the inspiration — 


and enthusiasm of that well known ar- 
tistic couple, Mr. and Mrs. Albert Her- 
ter of New Yerk and Santa Barbara. 


Started originally as a dramatic club, 
it was expanded to include many other 
arts; such as music, city and garden 
planning, architecture, painting and 
sculpture. It has associated wiih it a 
school of arte, focnded by the land- 
scape painter, Fernand Lungren, 
where, among other things, they teach 
casting in bronze, this being the only 
school in the country where this is 
included in the curriculum. 


In the rebuilding of the town this 
association, largely under the personal 
guidange of Bernard Hoffmann, direct-
